| SHOT AT, HOME FIRED 


i 
‘Second Attempt on Council- 
man’s Life Made Within 
Two Days. 
By the Associated Press. 

AKRON, O., Aug. 27.—A round- 
up of all known members of Ak- 
ron’s underworld was under way 
today because of the second at- 
tempt within two days on the life 
of Kyle Ross, vice-crusading Coun: 
cilman, who engaged in a pistol 
fight with gangsters after his home 
had been set afire last night. 

Ross, recently appointed by the 
City Council to investigate crime 
conditions, was fired on as he stood 
in the kitchen door of his home 
after being aw&kened by his wife, 
who had heard an intruder. The 
bullet shattered one’ of the door 
panels, 3 

Ross turned on flood lights in- 
stalled in his back yard when his 
life was first threatened, ran out- 
side and exchanged shots with his 
assailant. <A neighbor, Ed Har- 
desty, awakened by the firing, fired 
from his bedroom window at a 
second man. and both fled. None 
of the bullets took effect. 

Firemen quickly extinguished the 
blaze in the Ross home and found 
that all of the cellar walls had 
been sprayed with gasoline. Paper, 
wood and coal had been heaped up 
in the coal room and set afire. 

Police disclosed yesterday that an 
attempt was made Friday night to 
blow up Ross’ home. Officers said 
his home had been filled with nat- 
ural gas and the electric current 
switched off, evidently the idea be- 
ing that Ross, finding his home 
dark, would light matches. The 
plot failed, however, when a friend 
accompanying Ross home grabbed 
his arm just as he was about to 
light a match and called his atten- 
tion to the odor of. the gas. 

Detectives have had the house 
under surveillance since then. 

‘Ross has charged that gambling, 
racketeering, graft and bootlegging 
are rampant here. 


DENIES 87TH CLAIM AGAINST 
LOTTA CRABTREES’ ESTATE 


Court Order Permits Distribution 
of Actress’ $3,000,000, Uniess 
Appeal Is Taken. 

By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, Aug. 27.—The much 
contested will of the late Lotta 
Crabtree, actress, disposing of an 
estate of more than $3,000,000, 
was upheld today by Judge Wil- 
liam M. Prest of the Suffolk Pro- 
bate Court after he had dismissed 
the claim of the last of the con- 
testants. 

Lotta Crabtree died in Septem- 
ber, 1924, and her will was filed 
a few days later. Under its pro- 
visions much of the estate was 
left to charity, including $2,000,- 
000 for a trust fund for disabled 
soldiers, sailors and women who 
had served in the World War. It 
also contained bequests to several 
cousins. 

Altogether 87 persons caliming 
to be ‘‘next of kin’ appeared to 
present claims against the estate. 

The final claim disposed of to- 
day was that of Mrs. Annie §&. 
Fretwell of San Francisco, a first 
cousin, whose petition for permis- 
sion to enter her appearance for 
the purpose of contesting the will 
was denied. This action permits 
distribution of the estate unless an 
appeal is taken by the contestants.

Seven Bullets in Body of F. 


Louis Pohlman, Found on 


Bayless Av., Near Union 
Road. 


IDENTIFICATION 
MADE BY SISTER 


Police Trace Telephone 
Numbers Found in Pock- 
ets in Effort to Get 
Clew. 


Pierced by seven bullets, the 
body of F. Louis Pohlman, 33- 
year-old bootlegger and associate 
of gangsters, was found early to- 
day by a farmer on his way to 
market on Bayless avenue, between 
Union and Lemay Ferry roads, in 
the southern part of St. Louis 


Police are investigating on the 
theory that Pohlman was a victim 
of gangsters who “took him for a 
ride,” shot him in an automobile 
and threw his body on the coun- 
try road. He had been shot thr:e 
times in the face, once in the 
right ear, once in the chest and 
twice in the right hand. The 
wounds were powder-burned, in- 


dicating the shots had been fired 
at closed range. 

Residents in the neigiborhecod 
had heard no shots. Pohlman had 
been dead an hour or more when 
Herman Breihan, a farmer living 
on Union road, found the body 
shortly aftor 5 o’clock. It was face 


the white shirt stained with blood. 
Trace Telephone Numbers. 

Driving on into Luxemburg, he 
notified Deputy Sheriff Fassier, 
who went to the scene, which is 
about a mile west of Lemay Ferry 
road and a shorter distance froi: 
Union road. It was on Bayless! 
avenue that the body of John Cody, 
murdered Cuckoo gangster, was 
found Dec. 1 last. 

Pohlman’s body was taken to 
Coroner’s Bopp’s morgue at Kirk- 
wood where it lay unidentified for 
several hours until a married sis- 
ter of the slain man appeared. She 
disclosed heg brother’s »ccupation 
and explained that she had seen 
little of him for several months. 
He had been living at 1245 Shaw- 
mut place, she understood. but sad 
departed three weeks ago to join 
his wife in Kansas City. 

Police are tracing several  53t. 
Louis and Chicago telephone num- 
bers which were found written on 
a telegram in Pohlman’s pocket. 
One number, they reported, has 
been traced to a Westgate avenue 
apartment which was occupied un- 
til a few days ago by a girl enter- 
tainer at “Belvedere Joe's’ road- 
house on the Olive Street road. 
She and a girl who shared the 
apartment aré sought for question- 
ing. ~ 

Arrested Twelve Times. 

Because of the locality in which 
the body was found. police think 
Pohlman may have been involved 
with the Cuckoo gang, which fre- 
quents resorts in the southern part 
of the county, and which has been 
at odds with Italian gangsters. 

They incline to the theory that 

he had ceased to associate with the 
Cuckoo gang and had been out of 
town, since he had not been ar- 
rested here for a year, but was as- 
sassinated because he “knew some- 
thing.”’ 
Pohiman had been arrested 12 
times since 1926, chiefly for traffic 
violations. He first came to the at- 
tentio nof police when he was ar- 
rested, in company with a Cuckoo 
gangster, at a home-brew place 
where police were summoned by a 
telephone report that it was being 
robbed. He and his companion were 
charged with burglary and larceny, 
but the case was continued gener- 
ally.

Toombs & Daily Not Likely 
to Profit by Missouri State

The Post-Dispatch lear..ed today 
that Roy C. Toombs, president of 
the International Life Insurance 
Co., against whom a criminal ac- 
tion is pending based on charges 
that he looted the company, han- 


dled about $6,000,000 in swinging 
the deal by which he got control 
of the company and in covering up 
his manipulations. 

The newest development in the 
maze Of financial transactions that 
resulted in wrecking the company 
and causing its reinsurance by or- 
der of the Federal Court with the 
Missouri State Life Insurance Co.. 
is that Eastern bankers hold 15,000 
shares of bogus International Life 
stock and other Toombs collateral 
on which Toombs borrowed $900,- 
000. This stock includes the 10,- 
000 share certificate held by James 
Bruce, New York banker and son 
of United States Senator Bruce of 
Maryland, on which he lent 
Toombs $235,000. The holders of 
these certificates of overissue will 
press claims as creditors with the 
receivers of the company. 

Where He Got the Money. 

As already told, Toombs, on 
checks made payable to Toombs & 
Daily Co,, his Chicago bond house, 
withdrew . without authorization 
$3,562,211 from the International 
Life Co. and put nothing of value 
in the company’s treasury to cover 
the withdrawals. Then he  bor- 
rowed $500,000 from E. P. Green- 
wood, president of the Great South- 
ern Life Insurance Co. of Texas, 
and $200,000 from Jacob L. Bab- 
ler of St. Louis, giving Internation- 
al Life stock certificates of an un- 
authorized issue amounting to 
20,600 shares as collateral. He 
next borrowed the $235,000 of 
Bruce and about $665,000 at other 
places in the East, also giving 
bogus stock certificates and collat- 
eral from the assets of his Chicago 
bond house. 

It also has been discovered that 
Toombs borrowed $115,000 from 
the State Bank and Trust Co. of 
Downers. Grove, a suburb of Chi- 
cago. He was president of. this 
bank, which has been closed. 

On top of all this, receivers of 
the Toombs & Daily Co. in Chicago 
have advised officials of the Inter- 
national Life that it now appears 
Toombs owes Toombs & Daily Co. 
more than $1,000,000. 

International’s Counter Claim. 

Toombs & Daily Co. owes Inter- 
national Life $3,562,211, according 
to the books of the insuranee com- 
reny, which would wipe out any 
claim the receivers of Toombs & 
Daily Co. might make against the 
insurance company for ownership 
of the 23,000 shares of insurance 
company stock originally owned by 
the International company of _ St. 
Louis, holding corporation of the 
insurance compan:. 


The receivers of the insurance 
company say it does not owe 
Toombs & Daily Co. anything. It 
has been discovered that Toembs. 
withdrew 14,000 shares of the 23,- 
000 shares of life insurance stock 
from the holding corporation to 
replace in part the certificates of 
over issue on which he borrowed 
the $720,000 from Greenwood and 
Babler. At the time he withdrew 
thig stock from the holding cor- 
poration he promised to replace it 
with gilt-edge securities within 90 
days, but he did not do So. This 
withdrawal reduced the holdings 
of life insurance company stock in 
the holding corporation to 9000 
shares. 

Thus it appears there is small 
chance that Toombs & Daily Co. 
stockholders or Toombs himself 
will receive any return from the 
reinstirance contract entered into 
with the Missouri State Life out of 
which the International Life policy 
holders and  <stockhollers other 
than Toombs are to be paid. 

The receivers of the insurance 
company announced they would 
bring suit against Toombs & Daily 
Co. to r@écover the $3,562,211 that 
Toombs is charged with conveying 
to his Chicago house.

Stresemann rose straight to his 
full height. He was quite pale, but 
walked with firm step around the 
big table to the inside of the 
horseshoe and seated himself at 
a small table where the treaty, with 
all thé seals affixed, was lying. He 
wrote his signature quickly with 
Secretary Kellogg's pen, dipped in 
the inkstand which served for the 
signing of the first Franco-Amer- 
ican treaty negotiated by Benjamin 
Franklin. 

Kellogg at Treaty Table. 

The German Foreign Minister 
blinked in the brilliant lights that 
shone upon his face. When he 
had signed, he rose amid more ap- 
plause and returned to his seat.

Britain, Japan and Italy

PROPOSAL PUT UP. 
TO COMMISSION 


Germany Excepted, West- 
ern Europe Has More 
Forces in Service Today 
Than Before the War. 


GENEVA, Aug. 27. — Japan, 
Great Britain and Italy today an- 
nounced their adherence ‘o- the 
doctrine of the United States that 
“pitiless publicity” should be veiv- 
en to Governmental as well as ,ri- 
vate manufacture of arms. 

This stand developed at the 
opening session of a commisston 
which will frame a draft conven 
tion for the control of the ~»rivate 
manufacture of implementa of war. 
It is interpreted as meaning that 
all the great powers are ready to 
publish information concerning the 
manufacture of arms and muni- 
tions, whether that mauufacture 
takes place in Government arsenals 
or elsewhere, when the arms are 
for use of Governments. 

Count Bernstorff, former ‘ier- 
man Ambassador to Washington, 
acted as president of the comm!s- 
sion, and the United States was 
represented by Hugh R. Wilson, 
American Minister to Sw'‘tzerlard. 

Difficult Question. 

For several years the League has 
been struggling with this problem 
of private manufacture cf arms, 
and has found it difficult to reach 
agreement upon the terms of a 
draft convention. 

The last assembly of the League 
acted as a spur for new efforts to 
achieve results. It adopted a reso- 
lution reaffirming the importance 
it attached to the adoption of a 
convention on private manufacture, 

a convention which would espe- 
clally have the effect of putting 
countries on a basis of equality

Western Europe More Heavily 

Armed Today Than in 1913, 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Aug, 27.—Consummation 
ef the Kellogg-Briand war renun- 
clation treaty finds Western Bu- 
rope, with the exception of Ger- 
many, more heavily armed than in 
1913. 

Upwards of 3,000,000 men are in 
actual military service and; as it 
happens at this season, many hur- 
dreds of thousands have been 


called to the colors for trainirg. 
Swift practice mobilizations are in 
progress and trial war maneuvers 
are under way throughout Europe. 

In artillery, in stores of muni- 
tions in chemicals and in works for 
making gases, in aircraft, in tanks, 
in all the complicated apparatus of 
destruction, the nations have a 
striking power immensely superior 
to that of 1913. 

This is especially true of the 
Powers, large and small, lately «l- 
lied in the World War. The Cen- 
tral Powers are compulsorily Cis- 
armed under peace treaty liniita- 
tions but the victorious and non- 
combatant Powers, excluding Ser >ia 
and Russia, have added to their 
armaments. 

Great Britain and Ireland, which 
just prior to the war had 406,000 
men under arms, now have troops 
totaling 408,000; France, whore 
troops before the war numbered 
646,000, has added 20,000 to this 
figure; Italy, whose 1918 army] 
consisted of 274,000 men, now has 
347,000 men under arms; Belgium 
*has increased its army from 47,- 
000 to 79,000, and Greece from 25.- 
000 to 66.000. Rumania has én 
army of 205,000, compared with 
103,000 maintained there before 
the war. 

States non-combatant in the war 
have felt impelled to add to their 
military establishments. Switzer- 
land, which had a so-called active 
militia before the war of 28,000, 
has now 170,000, owing to an im- 
proved organization. Denmark has 
increased its peace strength from 
14,000 tn 1913, to 33.000; Holland 
from 26,000 to 29,999; Spain from 
98,000 to 224,000. Portugal has de- 
clined from 30,000 to 25.000, Nor- 
way from 7000 to 4000, Sweden 
has increased her forees from 26.- 
590 officers and vOunnnnstly enlist- 
~ ed men to 28,500.

Third Discovered Since Craft 
Left New York Had With- 
stood Fumigation.

NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—The New 
York Times says-in a copyrighted 
story, quoting a wireless dispatch 
from Commander Byrd's barque 
City of New York, en route to New 
pZealand, that the third stowaway 
found on the ship since it left,he-e 
Saturday on the first stage of ils 
voyage to the Antarctic was dis- 
covered when the vessel reached 
the open sea. 

He was Robert White, 20 years 
old, a Negro from Brunswick, Ga. 
He was hidden under the §fore- 
castle head. He had withstood fu- 
migation of the ship, but the sight

clicked. There were rushes of 
photographers to get their plates 
out to waiting messengers who 
sped by motor cycle to the air 
fields to send them to Berlin, Lon- 
dém and other European capitals. 

The plenipotentiaries were in 
procession preceded by the master 
of ceremonies and by ‘an escort of 
ushers, one with a halberd, lead- 
ing the march. They took their 
seats quickly and then there was 
a dazzling moment when blinding 
lights were turned on for the mo- 
tion picture men who were filming 
the historic event. 

There were 73 gold chairs in all 
for distinguished spectators, such 
as Premier Poincare, who sat with 
Mrs. Kellogg on his right on the 
front row facing the hollow end of 
the horseshoe table where 4.1 
could see the signers face to face. 

The signers went into 
clock room promptly at 3 o'clock 
and within three minutes Foreign 
Minister Briand rose for a short 
address of welcome and tribute to 
the high principles of the pact. 


Welcome Address by Briand. 

Foreign Minister Briand said 

I would rather have had each 
one rise simply and in the name 
of his country attach his signaa- 
ture to the greatest collective act 
born of peace, but it would be 
to acquit myself badly of my 
duty to my country not to tell 
you how much it appreciates the 
honor of being host to the 'signa- 

tories of a general pact of re- 
nunciation of war. 

If this honor has been left to 
France as acknowledgement of 
the moral standing she enjoys, 
thanks to her constant. effort io 
the cause of peace, I gladly ac- 
cept such tribute on behalf of 
the Government of the French 
Republic and I express the grati- 
fication of the whole people, 
happy that the inmost recesses 
of their national psychology 
Should at last be understood by 
the world. 

While extending to you gen- 
tlemen a cordial welcome, let me 
rejoice at seeing gathered here, 
save those who were unavoidably 
prevented from coming by their 
state of health or by other du- 
ties all the statesmen, who in 
their capacity as Ministers o.: 
Foreign Affairs, have taken a 
personal share in the conception, 
preparation and drafting of the 
new pact. 

We owe special thanks to 
those who have undergone the 
fatigue of a long journey in 
order to be present at this mani- 
festation. 


Tribute to Secretary Kellogg. 


I have no doubt that you are 
all ready to join with me in the 
same cordial impulse to one of 
Our colleagues who did not hesi- 
tate to come himself and assert 
with the full moral authority at- 
tached to his name and the great 
country which he represents, the 
affirmation of his steady faith in 
the importance and the scope of 
the deed which we are about tv 
sign. 

Seated today among us in this 
same hall where his illustrious 
forerunner, President Wilson, a3- 
sociated already with works of 
peace so high a consciousness of 
the role of his country, the Hon. 
Mr. Kellogg is able to measure 
with just pride all the road cov- 
ered in so short a time since the 
epoch when we examined, both 
o. us, the possibilities of realiza- 
tion of this vast diplomatic enter- 
prise.’ 

None is better qualified to 
take part in the negotiations 
today brought to a happy end- 
ing, the preponderant part of 
which was his and which will al- 
ways stand to his honor in the 
minds of men. His optimism and 
his tenacity have overcome hu- 
man skepticism, his loyalty and 
his good faith, the good will he 
brought to dissipate by clear and 
precise explanations the legiti- 
mate misgivings, have won for 
him the confidence of all his 
collaborators and his clear sight- 
edness has shown him what one 
can expect from Governments 
which are guided By a profound 
aspiration of their peoples. 

Great Lesson Offered the World. 

What greater lesson can be 
offered the world than this spec- 
tacle of reunion where, for sig- 
nature of a pact against war, 
Germany of her own free will 
and on an even footing takes 
her place among the other signa- 
tories, her former adversaries, 
the occasion is all the_more strik- 
ing when it is given to a repre- 
sentative of France to receive 
for the first time since more 
than half a century, a German 
Foreign Minister on French soil 
and give him the same welcome 
as all his foreign colleagues. 

I would add, gentlemen, when 
this representative of Germany 
is named Stresemann, that one 
can believe me particularly hap- 
py to render homage to the high- 
ness Of mind, and to the courage 
of this eminent man of state 
who during more than three 
years has not hesitated to en- 
gage all his responsibility in the 
work of co-operation for the 
maintenance of peace. |

timent, “an act of war in any part 
of the world is an act which causes 
prejudice to the interests of my 
country,” he added. 

“The modern law of the inter- 
dependence of nations imposes on 
every statesman that he take for 
himself this memorable word of 
President Coolidge.”

The treaty, which was spread on 
the small table inside the horse- 
shoe, bore 15 wax wafers, each 
marked with the seal of a signer. 
The Foreign Office had renvicsted 
each of the plenipotentiaries' to 
lend it his seal so that the wafers 
might be stamped in advance. 


“FRK” Is U. S. Seal on Document. 


Secretary Kellogg entrusted to 
one of the secretaries of the lTor- 
eign Office for this purpose the 
pen which was presented to him 
by the municipality of ‘tiavre. An 
aqua-marine set in the end of the 
pin has cut in it the monograt:.

Provisions of 
Anti-War Treaty 
Signed by Powers 


HE immgtant articles of 
f & the war renunciation 
treaty signed today in 
Paris by representatives of 16 
powers, including the United 
States, follow: 
ARTICLE I..« 

The high contracting parties 
solemnly declare, in the names 
of their respective peoples, that 
they condemn recourse to war 
for the solution of international 
controversies and renounce it as 
an instrument of national pol- 
icy in their relations with one 
another. 

ARTICLE II. 

The nigh contracting parties 
agree that the settlement or 
solution of all disputes or con- 
flicts, of whatever nature or of 
whatever origin they may be, 
which may arise among them, 
shall never’ be sought except by 
pacific means. 

There is no punitive provis- 
ion for violation of the treaty 
such as is contained in the cove- 
nant of the League of Nations.

Lloyd Wright, eminent architect, | 
whose stormy domestic affairs | 
have long been in the news, re- 
ceived a final decree of divorce | 
Saturday and immediately married

Wife Has Two Children. 

Baby Iovanna, the child born 
to “Mme. Milanoff in a Chicago 
hospital, is now 2 years and 8 
months old. She has a step-sister,

Wright first received publicity 
for something besides his abilitv 
as an architect, when in 1909 he 
eloped with Mrs. Mammah Borth- 
wick Cheney, the Wife of a neigh- 
bor.

In 1921, 
Wright d Mrs. Noel were mar- 
ried at midnight on a bridge near 
Baraboo, Wis., but they quarreled 
und Mrs. Wright left to regain the 
health she said she lost during 
their quarreling. Wright filed suit 
for divorce on ground of deser- 
tion but withdrew the suit. Later 
Mrs. Wright laid siege to Taliesen 
in an effort to force her way into 
it.

As an architect, Wright’s bect 
known work was the Imperial Ho- 
tel in Tokio, che only large build- 
ing in the city which escaped the 
1923 earthquake without damage.

facts obtained. The result is the 


mass of evidence on marriage gath- 
ered from normal people under sc,- 
entific conditions of inquiry. 

“If these two hundred men “nd 
women ure at all typical of their 
class, it is time we revised our no- 
tions about the hann~w -narried cou- 
ple,” observes Dr. Hamilon. “You 
know the pair beloved and cele- 
brated by even the arch-revolu- 
tionists of fiction writing.
